sored by experts who have devoted 
years of study to the problem of 
artificial lighting as it affects all 
classes and conditions of service. 
The conclusions they have reached 
so far are supported by optome- 
trists and other men of science 
who.are convinced that inadequate 
lighting has been for many years 
a source of injury to health as 
well as comfort, to say nothing 
of its effect upon efficiency in the 
performance of all indoor tasks. 

For decades after Thomas Hd- 
ison gave the first electric lamp 
to an astonished world and until 
recently, it was the generally ac- 
cepted theory that electric light 
must be used with extreme cau- 
tion for fear of eye-strain. Accord- 
ingly, it was not unusual to find 
the living room of a private resi- 
dence or apartment equipped with 
lamps of 10 or 20 watt capacity, 
while 25-watt lamp was con- 
sidered of extraordinary power 
and suitable only for distance il- 
lumination. Scientific investiga- 
tion has resulted in the abandon- 
ment of many such ideas, It is 
now agreed that proper lighting 
is a matter of sufficient intensity, 
combined with proper diffusion of 
light. Lamps of 60 to 100-watt 
capacity are now considered suit- 
able for reading purposes. Glare,

| Public Safety Department of the 
| California State Automobile Asso- 


ciation. The danger and discour- 
tesy involved in the “road hog” 
type of driving is the subject of 
a series of educational efforts an- 
nounced for this month by the 


| motorists organization. 


In a statement announcing the 
program of safety activities on 
the importance of carefully keep- 
ing as far to the right as pos- 
sible at all Times, the Automobile 
Association emphasizes that the 
“road hog” often figures as the 
direct cause of serious accidents. 
Such a driver forces other mo- 
torists to drive on the wrong side 
of the road in order to pass, and 
also is the cause of unnessary 
traffic congestion. 

Many motorists, the statement 
observes, are frequently guilty of 
this offense apparently without 
realizing that they are violating 
the as well as the rules of 
courtesy.
